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Oils are in good demand with few 
changes in prices. The tone of the 
market is generally firm. There is a 
fairly active market for paints; pig 
lead is easier, but the lead products 
have not been affected as yet; quick- 
silver vermillion is higher; Venetian 
red and Rochelle ochre are still scarce 
and firm. There is a good trade doing 
in dyes, indigo continues scarce and 
high, starch has again advanced, albu- 
men and cochineal are higher. Chem- 
icals are steady and in good demand, 
brimstone is firmer, oxalic and tartaric 
acids higher, saltpetre easy, and Eng- 
lish carbonate of ammonia higher: In 
drugs there is little speculation, but a 
good jobbing trade, with prices well 





maintained. The tendency on almost 
almost all articles has been to 
advance. Morphine is in good 


steady demand, opium jobbing, quinine 
Weak; cubebs have again advanced, 
The advance in quicksilver has brought 
about a corresponding advance in mer- 
curials. Cuttlefish bone has advanced. 
There has been a movement for con- 
centrating the stock of short Buchu 
leaves- which have advanced. 

Money is easier under Government 
disbursements and expected coin ar- 
rivals from Europe. The quotation 
for call loans to Stock Exchange bor- 
rowers is still 6 per cent., however, in 
the majority of instances. Time loans 
are nominal at 6 per cent. bid on stocks 
and 5 per cent on Government bonds. 
Prime commercial paper is in little 
demand, and quoted at 6 per cent. and 
upwards.

PETROLEUM INSPECTION LAWS. 


In response to requests from a num- 
ber of refiners for information concern- 
ing the petroleum inspection laws of 
several States, we have prepared the 
following table from the various 
printed statutes. We sent a circular 
letter to the Secretary of each State in 
the Union, and this table is prepared 
from duly attested copies of the statutes 


now in force in the States named. It 
will be observed that in fourteen States 


there are no inspection laws, and in 
learning this fact we have been treated 


to two communications which our 
readers will enjoy. 
State Geologist of North Corolina, in- 


Mr. W..C. Kerr, 


forms us of this defect in the laws of 
that commonwealth, in the following 
note: 


In regard to the matter about which you wrote 
to the Secretary of State, who has referred the 
letter to me, I regret to say that we have no law 
on the subject, and petroleum products are sold 
without any legalregulation or restraint. People 
in this latitude have a perfect right to burn them- 
selves up at their own sweet will, outside with 
naptha, &c., or inside with other combustibles of 
choice, and there is no law or power to say them 
nay. The subject has been agitated somewhat. 
but as yet our people prefer free combustibles. 


Mr. Gasper Babcock, Secretary of 
State for Nevada, returns our request 
with the following indorsement: 

In answer to the above, I will inform you there 
has been no discovery of crude petroleum in this 


State; consequently there has been no law on 
the subject of tire test. 


The requirements of the statutes in 
those Western and Southern States 
which have inspection laws are more 
stringent than those of the Eastern 
States, as the rule, andin our judg- 
ment more nearly approach the re- 
quirements of safety. The method of 
testing is uniformly, we believe, the 
open cup, the Tagliabue instrument 
being the one generally described 
when specific instructions are given 
upon this point. The State law of 
Connecticut only provides for the pas- 
sage of such regulations by the several 
cities, towns and boroughs as the local 
legislators of such civil divisions may 
see fit to enact. 

The following table gives the flashing 
or burning point designated by the 
statutes of the several States as the 
legal test for petroleum oils.

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THE PRICK,PF QUICKSILVER. 


Our esteemed contemporary, the San 
Francisco Commercial Herald, of the 
6th inst., has the following in its mar- 
ket report on the subject of quick- 
silver: 

Under the influence of higher London quota- 
tions, prices here have been advanced to 38c. The 
Great Eastern mine, Lake County, is working 
thirty men, and shipping from 70 to 80 flasks of 
mercury a month. Below we give a copy of a 
London circular, which will, no doubt, be of in- 
terested to those engaged in the Quicksilver busi- 
ness. Referring to the London quotation per 
flask; we beg to lay the following facts before our 
readers for consideration: At the present London 
price of £6 10/ per flask, quicksilver is offered in 
New York at 41}¢c per Ib., including freight and 
charges, taking rate of exchange at $4.84, while 
in San rrancisco the article can be bought at 38c 
—present price—and, adding railroad freight, can 
be delivered at New York at 40!¢e, showing a 
difference of fully one cent. per lb. in favor 
of buyers in this market; certainly a suffi- 
cient inducement for consumers of this ar- 
ticle to give the preference to the American 
product. The local market has shown consider- 
able strength lately, stimulated by the small stock 
on hand at the advance of London to £6 10/. 
Sales, during the last few days, have been made 
at 38c, and the market is bare of offerings. For 
Mexico, which cannot ente, our market asa 
buyer until the end of the rainy season, we ex- 
pect to see an increased demand in the near fu- 
ture, as well as the other countries most readily 
supplied from San Francisco. The late price, 
£6 5/ per bottle, is tor all practical purposes the 
lowest ever current, and the great attention that 
is being paid all over the world to the develop- 
ment of the industry of mining for ‘precious 
metals, gives a reasonable expectation of a very 
great increase in the consumption before very 
long.

London brokers say that the stock on hand in 
London is at present in excess of what is usually 
held, but a most important set-off to this is 
found in the fact that in California and China 
there is néxt to noné, and the tradé is quite from 



















hand to mouth. A few yea ago stacks amistad 
in those countries to the extent of about 40,000 
to 50,000 bottles between them. 

This is an exceedingly interesting ex- 
hibit of the condition of the quieksil- 
ver market and stocks of the world, 
and one which will attract the atten- 
tion of the trade as having an import- 
ant bearing on the probable course of 
the market in the future. We cannot, 
however, give an unqualified assent to 
the remarks of our contemporary in 
regard to the superior claims of San- 
Francisco as a purchasing point for the 
world. In the first place, the Heral@s 
estimate of the cost of laying down 
California quicksilver here is not borne 
out by the experience of our mer- 
chants. Our contemporary claims that 
quicksilver costing 88 cents in San 
Francisco ean be put on the market 
here at 40 1-8 cents, thus allowing only 
21-8 cents per pound for all the ex- 
penses ineurred in the transfer, 
whereas the freight will amount to 
2 1-2 cents on the nett amount of quick- 
s‘lver,so that with the addition of bro 
kerage, handling, etc., the cost here of 
quicksilver bought in San Francisco at 
38 cents, is brought to at least 40 7-8 
cents. But there is still another item 
to be taken into consideration, and 
that is, that while the drafts for a loé 
of quicksilver will reach here and be 
paid within a week of.the date of ship- 
ment, the quicksilver itself cannot be 
expected to arrive in less than three 
weeks, so that a charge of one-fourth 
of one per cent must be added for two 
weeks interest on the investment at 
the legal rate. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that 41 cents here is barely a just 
equivalent for 38 cents in San Fran- 
cisco, and when, as on Tuesday las® 
the price is 39 cents in San Franeisco, 
42 cents is barely an equivalent quota- 
tion here. We have no desire to see 
our merchants going abroad for any- 
thing which can be bought here, nor 
do we think they are likely to do so 
unless they find it more profitable, in 
which case they will probably do 
like the rest of the world. It mast be 
borne in mind that quicksilver bought 
in London can be brought here sooner 
than from San Fraacisco, and that as 
the drafts are likely te eome at the 
same time as the goods, no charge ac- 
crues for interest. 

Another point in our contemporary’s 
article strikes us asa trifle illogical, 
and that is, that while we are asked 
to come to California for quicksilver, 
we are assured that there is none thers 
while the London market has a larver 
stock than usual. On the whole, we 
incline to the belief that our merchants 
will continue to purchase where they. 
ean buy cheapest.

For the past three years, we have in conneo- 
tion with ten other firms of this place, been car 
rying on a war with the Standard Qa Uo. They- 
were asking us exhorbitant prices for oil, and 
when asked to be governed by the fluctuations ia 
the market, coolly informed us that we were in 
their power and could not buy oil from any one 
else, and that we should either pay such prices 
as they demanded, or not séll oil. We immedi- 
ately formed an association among ourselves, 
and ordered from other parties. On receipt of 
our first car they immediately pwt the retail price 
below the cost per car lots, and for some timo 
tried to whip us in that way, as we still declined 
to handle their oil. They then wrote offering to 
rebate several of the &rger firme if they would 
withdraw and leave the smaller ones,fo fight the 
battle alone. This proposition we declined, and 
they again tried the low priee dodge, their agent 
telling us that they, would spend $10,000 to crush 
us out. This game they have now been 
trying for three years, and m that time we 
have not handled one gallon of their oil, getting 
most of our supply from Geo. Rice, of Marrietta, 
Ohio. Last month they shipped in a large stock 
of Groceries, and advertised to sell at cost, their 
agent stating to the writer that he woitd with- 
draw his groceries If we would yield the oii trade 
to the Standard. Our merchants met and deter- 
mined to carry on the war, relying on the ¢om- 
munity to sustain them, and so far‘it has been a 
success, as the public, that is the bettér class, 
will not even go into their store. “Some who had 
Dought from them before understanding their

game, have come out in the newspapers apolo- 
gizing for having bought from them, and promis- 
ing not to go near their store for the future. One 
of our largest commission houses declines to ad- 
vance to any one buying from them, and many 
of our most prominent citizens publicly de- 
nounce them and say it is a disgrace to be seen 
in their store. Will you be kind enough to give 
us the names of some reliable firms, who are 
anti-Standard, and with whom we may corres- 
pond in regard to a supply of oil,as we do not 
intend to touch their oil. We send you one of 
our city papers with pieces marked. 
Moorg, Cox & Lxz. 

We have sent the names of anti- 
Standard refiners by mail. The follow] 
ing extracts are from the Columbus 
Index, a copy of which was sent us by 
Messrs. Moore, Cox & Lee: 


The Standard Oil Company—one of the most 
powerful, corrupt and unscrupulous monopolies 
in the Union to-day—has entered Columbus and 
commenced a war on our merchants. Their ob- 
ject, as those who are familiar with their history 
are aware, is to force our merchants to sell their 
oil. Failing heretofore to accomplish their pur- 
pose by threats, they now resort to the policy of 
establishing a store in our.midst and selling mer- 
chandise ‘at cost, or ata price below what our 
merchants are able to sell the same goods at. 
They say in effect to the merchants of Columbus: 
As you will not sell our oil at our request, or in 
compliance with our threats, we will force you 
to do so by establishing a firm in Columbus whieh 
will undersell you in goods in which you deal 
and injure you in your business. 

The same high handed proceeding which the 
Standard Company are now practicing here they 
have practiced elsewhere. Generally they have 
won, and forced merchants to surrender at dis- 
cretion. They are bold, determined, and as we 
have said unscrupulous and backed by unlimited 
capital, and unless our home merchants are sus- 
tained by the people they must of necessity go 
to the wali. 

Our sympathies are with our merchants. We 
believe the sympathies of all right thinking peo- 
ple would be with them if they understood the 
animus of the Standard Company. It is a war 
started by that Company solely in its interests, 
and for the purpose of perpetuating its power as 
a monopoly.— Columbus (Miss.) Index, 

Chess Carley & Co., the great oil men, are hay- 
ing a wrestle with the Columbus grocery mer- 
Cl ts. grocers, a8 we understand the 
fight, have refused to handle their coal oil under 
the rules and at the figures they propose, and the 
result isthat Chess Carley & Co. have laid down 
an immense stock of oveeas kept in the gro- 
cery line, at Columbus, which they are disposing 
of at a slight advance upon Mobile wholesale 
prices, thus underselling the local merchants. 
Their agent is Mr. Wm. R. Cannon,and the fight 
seems to be a lively one, but all on one side. Of 
course the grocery men will have to give in or 
or retire from buriness, for Chess Carle Co., 
never give up a battle, and are amply able to in- 
vest a hundred thousand dollars in winning one. 
—Aberdeen Examiner. 

We are informed that Aberdeen had a fight 
with Chess Carley & Co., some time back, and 
had to “give in.” The monopoly may win here 
as the Hxaminer predicts, but if it does it will 
have to spend, or sink, a good deal of its surplus 
cash. Our merchants mean business, and only 
ask their own people to sustain them. 

There is this about it: if there was concert of 
action among the smaller cities and towns 
throughout even this section of the State, we 
would have no fear of the result. The Standard 
Oil Company may be too strong for a single 
small locality, but if a combination of a certain 
number of localities handling oil were effected, 
they would soon be forced to retire. Such a 
combination can be and should be brought about 
at once.— Columbus (Miss.) Index.

; A small dealer who, in addition to 
,; the sale of oils had built up a little 
trade in chipped beef, to the sale of

attention, providing himself with a 
slicing maehine and preparing the 
smoked meat in such manner as to 
render it more attractive and tooth- 
some, was approached by the agent: of 
the Standard and importuned to sell 
its oils. This he declined doing, an- 
} nouncing his intention to stand by 
| those independent refiners with whom 
' he had previously dealt and whose oils 
suited his customers. Threats and en- 
treaties alike failed to turn him, where- 
upon a portion of the three and a half 
{imillions capital, or of the several 
millions of annual profits, or of 
the many more millions of surplus 
aggressive capital, was devoted to the 
purchase of a beef chipping machine 
and the opening of a store, close by 
the plucky little dealer, for the retail 
sale of coal oil and chipped smoked 
beef. The Standard won the victory, 
and another scalp was placed to the 
credit of Chess Carley & Co., on the 
belt of the wild Comanche of Euclid 
avenue. 

The merchants of Columbus, Miss., 
and of other Southern markets need 
encouragement. The independent re- 
finers can not afford to see them all 
“collared” by the monopoly. The In- 
dependent Refiners’ Association could 
perform no work more creditable to it- 
self or profitable to the interests which 
it hopes to perpetuate,than to see that 
these dealers are supplied with oil. To 
accomplish the desired end it is only 
necessary that a little oil is placed in 
every Southern market. If its sale is 
permitted by the Standard at a fair 
price, the venture will be profitable, as 
it should be. If on the other hand the 
Standard breaks the price, let it be 
borne in mind that only a few barrels 
are required to produce the result, and 
the loss, if there be one, distributed 
among anumber of outsiders will be 
too small to be felt, while the Standard 
is meantime losing equally on amuch 
larger quantity of oil. Such a course 
is the only effective weapon against 
monopoly, and it will, while accom- 
plishing the breaking up of the ring, 
gain a hold upon the Southern trade 
for the oil of the refiners who partici- 
pate in this righteous warfare.

CUSTOMS AND REVENUE REFORM. 


In another column we print the sub- 
stance of the call which has been issued 
for a Tariff Reform Convention, to be 


views of three of our more prominent 
merchants upon the movement. The 
known position of the gentlemen who 
have signed the call for this conven- 
tion, with reference to our import 
tariff, indicates that there will be so 
large and powerful a majority of ultra 
protectionists present that the minority 
who would support such intelligent 
revision of the tariff as is favored by 
Messrs. Gellatly, Huttman and Braker 
will not be able to accomplish much 
beyond the sowing of some exceedingly 
healthy seed, the fruits of which we 
may reasonably hope to see harvested 
in the not very remote future. The 
fact has not yet dawned upon the 
minds of some of the radical protec- 
tionists whose names are conspicuous 
in the ‘‘ call” for this convention, that 
a@& man’ may favor a revision of the im- 
port tariff without being a free trader. 
Our present turiff is a confused mass of 
contradictory and inconsistent provi- 
sions, which, in more than one in- 
stance, defeat the very objects for 
which they are drawn. 

Whatever may be the position to 
which the convention is committed by 
@ majority vote upon the question of 
import duties, there is at least a strong 








chance for unanimity of actionin favor 
of a reduction of the internal revenue 
taxes and the removal from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury the absurd right 
which he now enjoys of interpreting 
the statutes regulating imports. The 
removal of the stamp tax on checks, 
matches and many forms of medicinal 
and other proprietary preparations has 
come to be universally demanded. 
These taxes have long outlasted the 
necessities of the Treasury which they 
were levied to meet, and the Govern- 
ment now has a revenue so largely in 
excess of its requirements, that its cur- 
tailment is imperatively demanded 

The drug and chemical trade are scarce- 
ly less interested in the abolition of 
the stamp tax and the reduction of 
the internal tax on alcohol than 
they are in the revision of the import 
duties. It is unnecessary to specify 
instances in which the trade is placed 
at a disadvantage as compared with 
foreign competitors, by our system of 
internal taxation. The Western Whole 

sale Drug Association and some other 
trade organizations have issued many 
intelligent and effective arguments for 
a removal of this burdensome form of 
taxation, and urged in the same direc- 
tion by the coming tariff convention 
we may hope that its repeal will be 
among the first acts of the next Con 

gress. Limiting the powers of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is no less imper- 
ative to the welfare of our commerce, 
but it is possible that Congress will 
find itself powerless to remedy this evil 
as promptly as is desirable. Still we 
may hope that the convention will be 
able to offer some practical suggestions 
looking to speedy relief at the hands 
of the law-making body. If the con- 
vention be a unit upon these two 
points, and work effectively in respect 
to them, it will have been ealled to 
good purpose. Its deliberations will 
be watched with very wide-spread in- 
terest, and it is to be hoped that it will 
be the recipient of timely and pertinent 
suggestions from those who may not 
be among the delegates, but are none 
the less interested in the reforms pro- 
posed. 
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THE FAILURE OF THE EGYPTIAN 
ASPHALTUM MINES. 


Recent advices from Lyons by mail 
and cable, to Mr. E. Ludwig, confirm 
reports received in August that the 
asphaltum mines near Beyrout, in 
Syria, are about exhausted. The well 
known lack of veracity on the part of 
the Syrian people, however, renders 
these accounts somewhat doubtful, 
and as the mines have not been paying 
well for some time, it is suspected that 
the reports of their failure have been 
sent out in order to secure an advance 
on previous prices. Be that as it may, 
it is undoubtedly true that there is 
nothing of consequence being received 
from the mines, and the stock in the 
Marseilles depot is entirely exhausted. 
There may be small supplies at Ant- 
werp, Berlin, and London, but these 
will soon be absorbed. Consequently 
arise in values was imperative, and a 
cable from Marseilles received here a 
day or two ago announced an advance 
of 5to7 per cent., the total advance 
since the 8th of August, when the first 
intimations of the failure of the mines 
was received, being 17 to 19 per cent. 
As there is no stock here in importers 
hands, and little or nothing held by 
dealers, an advance to 8 1-2 cents for 
prime gum has been made. The hope 
of relief from London will prove with- 
out foundation. Even if the stock 
there were larger than it is, it would 
cost more to lay the gum down 
here from London’ than _ the 
present price in this market. The 
cases in which the gum is shipped 
from Syria are of clumsy construction, 
being made from odds and ends of old 
packing boxes, wood being scarce in 
that desert country, and by the time 
the cases reach this country mnch of 





the finer portions of the gum have 
sifted through the numerous cracks, 
The agent here makes a point of sell- 
ing the asphaltum on the weight of 
the cases as received here, while in 
the London market no allowance igs 
made for leakage, the goods being sold 
on the original weight at which they 
were shipped from the mines. Thus, 
even allowing the London price to be 
lower than that current in this market, 
the leakage would make the cost to 


import from there much greater.

THE ARTIFICIAL PROPAGATION 
OF SPONGES. 


In February last we printed, in a re- 
port made by Governor Robinson of 
the Bahamas, to the British Govern- 
ment, some suggestions as to the arti- 
ficial propagation of sponges. The 
report contained among other things 
details of the experiments made upon 
the Adriatic during the years 1863-72, 
which, coming to the notice of a gen- 
tleman engaged in the sponge fisheries 
off the Florida cost, induced him to 
attempt the experiment of growing 
sponge there from cuttings On Tues- 
day last Messrs. McKesson & Robbins, 
of this city, received advices from their 
Florida fisheries that a sponge, the re- 
sult of artificial propagation, had been 
sent to them, and the following history 
of its growth was given by their agent: 

* Seven months ago, a man residing at Pine 


Key planted about twenty-four sponges, cut , 


them into triangular pieces, stuck sticks through 
them and planted them on a sponge bar close to 
his island. This sample shows the result of seven 
months growth. When planted this sample was 
about two inches square. 

‘*All the cutting, sticking and planting he did 
under the surface of the water.” 

The sponge received by Messrs, 
McKesson & Robbins, and which is 
now on exhibition in one of the win- 
dows of their store, is an exceedingly 
fine specimen of the Florida sheep's 
wool variety,and measures about twen- 
ty-two inches in cireumference. It will 
be seen by the report accompanying 
this sponge that it is the result of but 
seven month’s growth. The experi- 
ments made in the Adriatic indicated 
that seven years were required to pro- 
duce, from cuttings of about one cubic 
inch, a sponge of merchantable size’ 
The disparity between the actual re- 
sults at Pine Key and the estimated 
result from the incomplete experiments 
made in the Adriatic is surprising. 
However this might be accounted for, 
it has been fully demonstrated by the 
result at Pine Key that the propaga- 
tion of sponge from cuttings is entirely 
practicable, and the fact is most im- 
portant in its relation to the Florida 
fisheries, the gradual exhaustion of 
which has been apparent for several 
years past. It would appear that by 
artificial propagation exhausted fish- 
eries might be restocked, and the ex- 
pense of fishing in deeper water and 
on poorly-stocked grounds be very 
much reduced. The consumption of 
spunge is constantly increasing, and 
would be much greater if the price 
were more reasonable. Therefore, if 
artificial propagation carried on upon 
a large scale should result in materially 
inercasing the yield of sponge and re- 
ducing the price, the expense of fishing 
would be so much lessened as to really 
enhance the profits of the industry. 
Whatever of practical value may re 
sult, the success of the experiment 48 
indicated by the sample now exhibited 
here is certainly very interesting.

The Tariff Convention. 


A call to which are attached the names of 
one hundred and twenty prominent 
manufacturers or persons _ identified 
with our domestic manufacturing in- 
dustries, has been issued ffor a 
national convention for the purpose of 
‘*considering and recommending such 
Congressional action as will promote do- 
mestic aud foreign commerce and afford 
adeynate protection to American industry.” 
The convention is to consist of six hundred 
delegates, distributed so as to give proper 
representation to each of the trades and in- 
dustries that may desire to participate in 
its deliberations. 

The questions to be acted upon are the 
present system of treasury decisions affect- 
ing customs regulations; the appointment 
of a tariff commission; the reduction of in- 
ternal taxes; the promotion of shipbuilding 
interests and the fostering of foreign com- 
merce. The vital importance of all of 
these questions will be admitted by every 
man who has ever given a thought to the 
subject. 

In a series of interviews with the signers 
of the call for this convention, a reporter 
of the Times has elicited the following 

‘opinions from gentlemen whose promi- 
nence in the drug and chemical trades 
rerder their views of interest. 

Mr. W. A, Gellatly, of Messrs. W. H. 
Schieffelin & Co, gave the following reasons 
for favoring this convention: 

“For some time I had been corresponding with 
other drug houses throughout the country in re- 
lation to aconvention of our own trade which 
we proposed to hold on the tariff question, but 
when the movement fora general tariff conven- 
tion was started we thought we could accomplish 
our objects just as well by going into that. The 
druggists complain of excessive taxation on their 
goods. All cosmetics, perfumeries, and every- 
thing under the head of proprietary articles have 
to be stamped, whetherin large or small paek- 

_ ages. For several years we bave been trying to 
get this stamp tax repealed. All of the druggists 
in the country have been united in this one effort. 
We have been before Congress for the past seven 
years with petitions from every part of the coun- 
try asking for a revision of the tariff. Coagress 
however, has done nothing in the matter, for the 
reason, I suppose, that they did not want to open 
the subject for fear that if they gave the drug” 
gists relief, matchmakers and other manufactur- 
ers would want the same consideration. But 
now the revenues are so large that the Govern- 
ment can afford to abolish the stamp tax alto- 
gether. The law is full of subtle intricacies, 
through the misunderstanding of which many 
honest dealers have suffered severely, and a 
large proportion of the druggists of the country 
have hadto pays penalty because they—the 
revenue officers—blundered in its interpretation. 
It is often a question what the law intends to de- 
or prohibit, and thus it is in the power of a reve- 
nue officer or collector to seriously annoy or em- 
barrass the cruggist who fails to interpret it as 







year ending June 30, 1879, was $6,834,058 80, of 


which stamps on medicines, perfumery, cosmet- 
ies, etc., amounted’ to $1,915,295 30. a sum quite 
insignificant where the annoyance and hindrance 
to business is concerned. In 1874 Commissioner 
Douglas himself recommended the repeal of the 
entire stamp tax. 


“The manufacturers of a proprietary medicine 
or perfumery has the same right to protection as 
any other man. A druggist certainly is justified 
in protesting against anything like a double tax 
owhis business. Where he has paid a duty on 
the imported articles used, and a heavy tax on 
the alcohol required in compounding them, the 
addition of the stamp tax is very burdensome, 
The tax is a discriminative one, and a direct and 
excessive levy on the druggist, while the jeweler, 
the grocer, and the dealer in hardware or dry 
goods is unmolested.” 

“Is there any one thing that you would like to 
see relieved from taxation, aside from the aboli- 
tion of the stamp duties?” 

“* Yes; I believe in abolishingall tax on Peru- 
vian bark. There is now a discriminating tax of 4 
10 per cent. on Peruvian bark brought from 
abroad. Now, quinine is the great cureall. It is 
used by everybody, and the quinine manufac- 
turers ought to be protected. ‘In order to get the 
quinine out of Peruvian bark, the manufacturers 
have to use solvents and alcohol, and there is a 
heavy tax on both. Iam in favor of making all 
of the crude materials used in making quinine 
free.” 


Mr. C. Braker, Jr., senior member of the firm 
of H. J. Braker & Brother, proprietors of the 
East India Chemical Works, said that the dis- 
crepancies in the present tariff operated unfavor- 
ably against the manufacturer and in favor of 
the foreign producer. For instance, an imported 
article might be made of three ingredients, and 
one of those ingredients separately might be sub- 
ject to a duty of 50 cents, yet the manufactured 
article is entered under a duty of 20 cents ad va- 
lorem,*because the ingredients are not separately 
enumerated. This places home manufacturers 
of the same article at a great disadvantuge, be- 
cause they have to import their ingredients sep- 
arately, paying a tax on each. “In our own 
business,’’ continued Mr. Braker, ‘‘we see the 
necessity of a revision of the tariff, but I did not 
go into this movement because we were especially 
interested, but because I think that it will be a 
good thing for the country generally. Iam also 
of the opinion that it would be a good idea to 
have a Bureau of Commerce attached to the 
Executive Department at Washingtor, where 
merchants who suffered from the operations of 
the tariff could seek redress.” 


Mr. B. H. Huttmann, of the firm of Charles 
Pfizer & Co., manufacturing chemists No. 81 
Maiden Lane, said that he was cordially in favor 
ofthe Tariff Convention, and had no doubt 
whatever of its being a success. There wasa 
very great necessity for a thorough revision of 
the tariff, and he thought that such an inter- 
change of views as would be likely to take place 
atagathering of representative business men 
would be of advantage to all branches of Ameri- 
ican industry. “If we can have an intelligent 
commission on revision of the tariff,’’ said Mr. 
Huttman,” we shall probably be able to secure 
a tariff that will be fair and satisfactory. We 
certainly need an improvement on the hashed-up 
tariff that is now in existence. The manufactu- 
ring chemists and druggists do not ask for any 
increase of duties on imports, but on the other 
hand we are anxious to have many of the present 
tariff rates reduced in the interests of fair play 
and consistency. If we could have all of our 
crude materials admitted free we would be sat- 
isfied to have a lighter tariff on all imports. To 
be sure, the greater portion of the crude mate- 
rials used in our business are free, but there are 
some articles that we have to pay a duty on, and 
Iam in favor of admitting everything that we 
use in its crude state free. Then with a fair and 
sensible tariff that will give us moderate pro- 
tection we shall have ne cause to shrink from 
competition with foreign manufacturers. Of 
course, it is well understood that labor is very 
much cheaper in European countries than it is at 
home, but the American people beat the world 
on labor-saving machinery, and in that way 
almost make up for the first-named disad- 
vantage.”’ 

“What special features of the present tariff do 
you find fault with?’ asked the reporter. 

“The present tariff, as a whole, is faulty,” was 
the reply. “It is fall of inconsistencies, and 
many of the duties are larger than they ought to 
be. I am not inclined to be a free trader, but I 
am decidedly opposed to an exorbitant tariff. 
Now, just Jook at this, [taking out a printed list]: 
Borax is worth 13 cents per pound, and there is a 
duty on it of 10 cents per pound; a tariff of 5 
cents would be perfectly satisfactory. On tar- 
taric acid there is a duty of 15 cents, and 10 
cents would be enough; cream of tartar is sub 
jected to atariff of 10 cents, and 6 cents would 
be quite sufficient. I might point out scores of 
instances where the import duties on goods in 
our line of business are needlessly high. The 
trouble is, this tariff was gotten up by persons 
who did not know what was really proper. Pro- 
fessional politicians, as a rule, know very little 
about the tariff, and whenever they meddle with 
it they are pretty sure to blunder.” 

“In what way would you like to see a revision 
of the tariff made?” 

“By a commission of intelligent men who 
would be willing to bestow sufficient time and 
care on the work to make it thorough. What is 
known as the Eaton bill provides for the appoint 








ness men and one-half mémbers of Congress. I 
presume thatthe approaching convention will 
recommend the passage of this Eaton bill, for it 
is generally conceded by all manufacturers that 
we should have a commission on revision of the 
tariff appointed as soon aspossible. The existing 
tariff rates were perhaps well enough for war 
times, but things have changed materially within 
the past few years, and the tariff list should be 
altered to conform with present necessities. One 
of the absurdities of the existing tariff that now 
occurs to me is this: On tannic acid there isa 
duty of $1 per pound, and on tannin, which is 
the same thing, there isa duty of $2 per pound. 
Why that discrimination should have been made 
I cannot tell, It only goes to show that who ever 
made up the tariff list did not understand their 
business. Another cause that we have for com- 
plaint isthatin many particulars the business 
men put one construction on the tariff provisions 
and the Secretary of. the Treasury another. We 
would like a list of duties that cannot be miscon- 
strued. Many ofthe decisions of the Treasury 
Department are now felt to be unjust, because 
so many tariff provisions are capable of different 
interpretations.” 
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Druggists’ Sundries. 

The demand for elegant and costly ar- 
ticles in the druggists’ sundries line has 
increased so rapidly within the last few 
years as to cause some surprise even in the 
minds of dealers of long standing. These 
have, however, made haste to take advan- 
tage of the prevailing disposition and each 
year has shown new lines cf novelties sur- 
passing in cost and beauty their predeces- 
sors.

homes. A visit to any of our large houses 
would amply repay the buyer or art lover, 
but we have space for a description of but 
one of these stocks, and have selected that 
of Messrs. McKesson & Robbins of this city 
as being one of exceptional beauty and 
completeness. As is well known, this 
house carries one of the largest and most 
complete assortment of staple sundries, 
such as soaps, perfumery, combs and 
brushes, toilet articles, &c., in the country, 
but we have only to deal with the novelties 
in the ‘useful as well as ornamental” line 
here to be seen.

it will bear, and in very cold weather the wood 
itself should be warmed. The glue should be 
well-rubbed in with a stiff brush and the two 
surfaces should be rubbed well together and re- 
tained in contact under great pressure until the 
glue has become somewhat dry. Complete dry 
néss rarely takes place under several days; but 
after the lapse of twelve hours the joint becomes 
tolerably strong. A joint made in this way is 
probably as strong as can be made by any ordi- 
nary process. y 


Black is Black. 


M. Niepee de St. Victor, in making experiments 
recently under the direction of M. Chevreul, 
made the remarkable discovery that black is not 
the mere absence of light, but is entitled to be 
considered a color in itself and has a special 
chemical action of itsown. The discovery was 
made while trying helio chromic experiments on 
a large doll, bedecked with jewels and resplernd- 
ent with colored silk. The color of the sensitive 
plate was violet, and on this the camera im- 
pressed all the colors of the doll, inclading white; 
but as the blacks had also been impressed as 
black, it led to this experiment: A hollow tube, 
black from the absence of light, was presented.to 
the camera, together with another article of a 
definite black color, with this result, that the for 
mer was represented by an unaltered state of the 
original violet color of the surface, while in the 
latter case a very deep black resulted.

Artificial Vermilion. 

A London journal, in speaking of the 

recent introduction of a vermilion into 

Germany, which, on being analysed, 


lead colored ty eosine, regards it as a 
curious case. The writersays: ‘This is 
an entirely novel sophistication. The 
eosine was separated from the oxide of lead 
by digesting the product for twenty-four 
hours in very strong alcohol. A much 
shorter time is sufficient to color the spirit 
enough to enable an expert chemist to de—- 
tect the presence of this splendid organic 
coloring matter. Another kind of ‘ ver- 
milion” consists entirely of peroxide of 
iron, prepared especially to imitate the 
brilliant and costly sulpbide of mercury, 
which it does very well, aud is largely used 
in England, France, and America.” 

While this sophistication may be novel 
in Germany it has ceased to be so con- 
sidered here. The vermilion to which the 
above writer refers is well known in this 
country, and is prefered in many instances 
to the old vermilion.

Paint on Iron Work. 

In an address before the Master Car 
Painters’ Association at its recent session 
in this city, Mr.J.M. Millard, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, gave scme interesting bits of 
experience in the painting of locomotives.

Some Facts Concerning Glue. 
(Continued from page 640.) 


The other, and by far the greatest and most 
common defect in glue is incipient putrefaction. 
This may occur either at the glue-factory or in 
the workshop of the mechanic: and in either 
case itis fatal to the strength of the glue. It 
may often be detected, however, by the smell 
and taste. The odors of good glue and of that 
which has begun to decay are so different that once 


observed, they will never be forgotton. Glue 
which has begun to putrefy at the factory may 
not exhibit any odor so long as itis kept per- 
fectly dry, and it may even have been deodorised 
by bone black or the action of chemicals, that it 
does not exhibit a bad odor when first moistened. 
But when allowed to stand for a very short time, 
especialy in warm weather, putrefaction again 
commences, and] the odor is quite perceptible, 
while good glue will remain sweet and sound un- 
der the same conditions. 

Glue which exhibits a bad odor when moist- 
ened, should be rejected and used only for mak- 
ing size, and for uniting the coarser varieties of 
articles: and when the glue-pot begins to exhibit 
any signs of putrefaction, it ought to be care 
fully cleaned out and thoroughly soaked and 
washed, for putrefaction acts like a ferment, and 
the presence of a little bad glue will soon des- 
troy a whole batch of a good article. 

The preparation of glue demanés care rather 
than skill. In dissolving glue it is best to weigh 
the glue, and weigh or measnre the water. If not 
done there is a liability of getting more glue than

the water can properly disselve. It isa good 
plan, when once the quantity of water that any 


sample of glue will take up has been ascertained, 


to put the glue and water together atleast six 


hours before heat’ is applied, and if not soft 
enough then let it remain longer in soak, for there 
isnodanger of good glue remaining in pure 
water, even for forty-eight hours, provided. the 
weather be cold, but it must not be allowed to 
remain too long in that liquid or it will begin to 
decay, especially in warm weather. To meet 
this difficulty, and secure the quick soaking of 
the glue, there has of late years been introduced 
a pulverized or granulated article, which is yery 
excellent. Frozen glue, made porous by 
freezing, is also used with this object 
in view. After being” soaked the glue 
should be melted, great care being taken that it 
be not burned. Next to putrefactiou, burning fs 


the great destroyer of glue. Burnt glue is always’ 


weak. If kept dry. glue may be preserved for 
any length of time, but when once moistened 
even the best samples soon spoil. No more glue 
should be prepared at any one time than is to be 
used immediately, and whenever a job requiring 
extra strength is to be executed, -it will 
always pay to prepare a_ fresh lot. 
Formerly, when glue was generally 
heated over the naked fire the old-fashioned 
glue pot was always used. The pot is double— 
the space between the outer and inner vessels 
being filled with water. Consequently where this 
pot is employed, the glue can never be made hot- 
terthan boiling water, and thus all danger of 
burning is avoided. Now that more delicate and 
convenient modes of heating have been devised, 
this old pot has fm some cases been dismissed, 
to the evident deterioration of the process. Even 
steam should never be employed except to heat 
water in the outer case. In applying glue it 
should be remembered that the thinner the layer 
which is applied the stronger will be the joint, 
and the less water there is combined with the 
glue the sooner it will dry, and consequently the 
less will the joint be exposed to accidental dis 
turbance before union has fairly occurred. Car- 
Penters should remember that fresh glue dries 
more readily than that which has been once or 
twice melted, 

If glue is of first-rate quality, it can be used 
on most kinds of woodwork very thin, and make 
the joint as s§reng-as the original, but it is ne- 
cessary that t Pee be brought into intimate 
contact with ntire surface of the wood. 
The necessity for this has been fully explained in 
our introduction. 

A drop of melted glue allowed to simply fall on 
& surface of dry, cold wood and/dry there, will 
often fail to adhere at all, while if the same drop 
had been rubbed in, it would havé.attached itself 


to the surface with wonderful tenacity. Imapply+ 


ing glue, therefore, we must secure this perfect 
contact, and we must alsoemploy every meansin 
our power to delay the gelatinization of the glue 
vatil the joint has been eompleted. The glue 













































preferable for iron, and raw oil for wood. 
The wood being a more rapid absorbent, 
raw oil is better. On a locomotive the 
parts that are wood, such as the cab, ten- 
der frame and pilot, I prime with raw oil, 
lead, and a small quantity of dryer.” 
Above this he applies a coat of lead, after 
sandpapeting down, and on this, after 
drying, » coat of dark lead made to dry 
firm, by putting no oil, except what the 
keg lead affords: He is then ready for the 
final color, which in the style of to-day is 
black, and for this he gives two coats ot 
drop black ground in Japan, made elastic 
with raw oil. The experience of Mr. Davis 
has been ‘‘that more trouble arises from 
color not having elasticity, as regards scal- 
ing or clipping than any other cause. 
Hence we:have to bind our colors with raw 
oil. On railroad work especially discre- 
tion must be used as to the amount added, 
The test I give to color is toadd enough 
so as to dry with an egg shell gloss (try it 
on the finger nail); the next coat is color 
and varnish. The safest plan into grind 
color in varnish, then add enough varnish 
to work free, and dry properly; after this 
color and varnish is dry, hair off, stripe 
and letter, then give two coats of engine 
finishing varnish, allowing the necessary 
time for drying between coats, The tank 
is done the same way except the lead coat- 
ings and two coats of filling. The tanks 
are first oiled, half lead and half metallic 
paint, as before spoken of, ground in 
boiled oil with small quantity of 
japan and turpentine, then putty up 
all places with a hard drying putty. I 
find that putty made with metallic paint 
and dry white lead works better than lead 
alone, and holds better foriron. The next 
coat is the same as the preceeding, except 
less oi], made to dry firmly two coats of 
rough stuff or surface paint. These two 
coats are rubbed with lump pumice stone 
as near all off again es can be done. I 
hold that the least brittle paint that is put 
on a locomotive the better, consequently 
rough stuff beirg made with varnish, 
japan,and minerals, made to dry quick, 
will be a brittle paint. The idea is to gain 
alevel surface on the iron, and. we have 
got to rub off to gain it two coats of color 
made elastic with oil as before spoken of,

On the Cause of Varnishes Blooming. 

A foreign exchange has the following : 
All painters and decorators, at one time or 
another, have had much unpleasantness 
and trouble with their customers in conse- 
quence of varnishing, after having been 
done a few weeks or months, becoming 
dull and losing its polish by the exuda- 
tion of a sort of bluish film which spreads 
over the surface of the work. The custo- 
mer when he observes it rushes at once to 
the conclusion that the painter has used 
bad varnish, the specification having ex- 
pressly stipulated that the best carriage or 
opal varnish is to be used. It is seldom 
any use protesting that such is not the 
case. There it is plain to be seen, and the 
uninitiated will retain the impression 
that they have been cheated, and that an 
inferior varnish has been used. 

All users of varnishes will have ubserved 
that with certain kinds of varnish, after 
work has been done sometime with them, 
a film or bloom will make its appearance 
on the surface, somewhat like the bloom 
on the peach or plum, which obscures and 
disfigures the work it was intended to im- 
prove and preserve. Now whether the 
fault lies in the varnish, or in the manner 
and circumstances under which it is used, 
has been a vexed question with artists and 
decorators fora long time. Much stress is 
laid by writers on varnishes on the abso~

Why Varnish Cracks. - 

Mr. Wm. Davis, of the Canada Southern 
Road, submitted a paper to the Master Car 
Painters’ Convention, upon the subject of 
eracking in varnish, which contains a num- 
ber of very practical suggestions. From 
advance sheets furnished us by the 
Painters’ Magazine, in which these papers 
are presented in full, we quote as follows: 
‘*No workman has to contend with more 
trials and troubles than the painter, as it 
is expected of him to do his work quick 
and at the same time do it well. In most 
cases the master painter has not the privi_ 
lege of selecting his own material, but it is 
purchased for him by some one who has 
very little knowledge of paints and var- 
nish, but goes to the cheapest market irre- 
spective of quality. If you have to paint a 
coach inavery short time you must of 
necessity use force in drying, and if your 
material is good you may be able to pro- 
long the durability of your painting. On 
the other hend, if your material is poor, if 
you took six months to paint a coach, the 
result will be very bad, as in a very short 
time the paint and varnish will perish, 
causing an extra expense in repainting the 
car in one quarter of the time usually al- 
lowed for a car to run after painting,” 

After citing the shrinkage of wood as a 
cause of cracks in varnish on the cutside-o¢ 
cars, and tracing to the humid atmos- 
phere inside (especially in cars heated by 
steam, much of the cracking which occurs 
on the interior suriaces of a car, Mr. Davis 
Says: 

‘* Another cause of cracks in varnish, in 
my opinion, is the use of too quick rub- 
bing varnish. I have observed where 
cracks extend across the grain of the wood 
in some cases in one unbroken line across 
the entire width of the panel, they are in- 
variably caused by the use of too quick 
drying varnish. I have noticed this more 
particularly on the inside of coaches where 
revarnishing has been done and where hard

fluence upon all paints and varnishes in 
drying ; but we have used varnishes under 
all cirenmstances of weather and situation, 
and have invariably found that a varnish 
that will bloom in wet weather will do so 
in dry weather. We have repeatedly seen 
this tried in draughty lobbies and stair- 
cases, on outside and inside work, on both 
wet and dry days, and the result has al- 
ways been the rame. ‘The fault is not 
confined to poor varnishes alone ; in fact 
poor or rather cheap varnishes are freer 
from it than the more expensive ones, 
The result is the same if copal body, 
French oil, carriage, white coburg, or any 
of the most expensive varnishes are used— 
i.e., what will bloom at one time will at an- 
other, whether wet or dry. We would ask 
varnish makers as a body why it is that 
one making of varnish shall be liable to 
bloom under all circumstances, and an- 
other batch by the same maker shall be, 
under all circumstances, entirely free trom 
this defect. We are of ,opinion that the 
fault arises either from some defect in the 
gum used, or from inattention to some 
small matter in the process of ,manufac- 
ture, which by careful watching might be 
discovered and this grave defect avoided. 
Some firms are now supplying varnishes 
warranted not to bloom with, we under- 
tand, a most encouraging result,

Discoveries in Fire-proof 
Colors. 

The following interesting remarks on 
fire-proof colors and enamels, recently ap- 
peared in a London exchange. The writer 
says Dr. Kosch, of the Chemical and Tech- 
nological School at Vienna, recently made 
an interesting discovery, which consists in 
the fact that certain colors may be made 
fire-proof, and may thus be prepared for 
painting on china and other substances in 
precisely the tones 1equired. The inventor 
bas prepared a palette on which his colored 
enamels may be used like ordinary oil 
colors, and may be painted in every con- 
ceivable combination of tints without being 
in the slightest way altered by the action 
of fire. Dr. Kosch at the same time makes 
use of a specially prepared enamel, which 
he spreads over the surface to be painted 
op, and by which the irregularities and 
porosities of the porcelain are as thoroughly 
concealed from view asif they were covered 
with thin smooth fine linen. The import- 
ance of such a surface medium will be 
fully understood by all who are practically 
conversant with the difficulty of preventing 
the irregular and undue absorption of 
color which has hitherto stood in the way 
of producing artistic and carefully-toned 
effects of color on porcelain. This valuable 
discovery is,. however, of perhaps greater 
importance to the worker in iron, who may 
now by this means enamel bis iron articles

The activity that has characterized the oil 
market for some time past has at last given place 
to a quiet tone, and in some lines a depressed 
feeling exists. This may be due in part to the 
break in the lard and tallow markets, and as the 
high prices at which many of the animal and 
vegetable oils have sold during the past month, 
owed their existence to the high range of values 
on these two greases, the decline in the latter 
seems the only cause that at present presents 


itself for the general depression. 


Vegetable Oils, 
Linseed oil has a steady though quiet demand, 


and prices are unchanged. The present high cost 
of seed Tenders any change in the price of oil 
unadvisable, and crushers steadily adhere to 


59@60c, the inside price being accepted. 


There is no surplus stock, and the present 
demand about absorbs the current produc- 
tion. Western oil is not offering here to 
any extent {for prompt delivery, but orders for 
future shipment will be accepted at 60c. We hear 
of no inquiry,city oil being quoted at less. At the 
meeting of the Western Consolidated Co. nothing 
was done touching prices, and from the meagre 
aocounts at hand we learn that the organ- 
ization resolved to continue on the pres- 
ent basi= during the six months following 
June 1, Calcutta seed oil is firm in sym- 
pathy with the market for seed. The de- 
manc is limited and the sales making are princi- 
pally of jobbing lots. The closing quotations 
were 65@66c, the outside price being for single 


barrels. 
English rapeseed oil is offered in a large way, 
to arrive, at 87144@90c. There is some inquiry, 


but we hearof no important transactions For 
jobbing lots the quotation remains 95c, and at 


this price there is a fair jobbing demand. 

Mustard seed oil is in fair demand, but the 
sales making are of small lots. The supply is 
limited, and for the stock offering 70c is de- 
manded by some holders, whiie others wiil still 
sell at 65c. 


Crude cottonseed oil is steadily advancing 


and during the past week contracts have been 
made at 50cfo batthe mills. We hearof one 
sule of 1000 bbls for the next two months’ deliy- 
cry at that price. There is no new crude offer- 
i © here yet, the lots arriving being delivered on 
cvntracts made eariier in the season. The stock 
of old crude is nearly exhausted and for the 
small quantity that remains 45c is demanded. 

Summer yellow oil isin more demand, but the 
offerings are reserved. Sales have been made 
during the week at 56@57i4c and some small 
lots have been taken at 60c. The market is ex 
tremely sensitive and it is doubtful if these 
prices will now buy. At the close an uncertain 
feeling prevailed, and there was a disposition 
monifested by sellers to await further develop- 
ments at the South.

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil has remained steady during the week, 
notwithstanding the fluctuations that have occur- 
red in the price of the raw material. Present 
prices restrict business on home account, as 
consumers now find other oils, suited to their 
needs, at lower prices. Exporters will not come 
into the market until much lower quotations are 
made, as foreign buyers’ ideas are much below 
the prices at present demanded. The scarcity of 
raw stock, and the low prizes ruling for stearine, 
keep the market for oil steady, and at_the close 
pressers were demanding 96@97e for prime city 
as to brand, though the outside price was the 
more general quotation. Prime Western ice- 
made oil is offered sparingly at 96@97c as to 
quantity and brand. Winter oils are lower, and 
though the stock is light and pretty well concen- 
trated, there are offerings to sell at 97@98c for 
either city or Western. The low-grade oils do 
not follow the decline in greases, owing to the 
limited supply. Some pressers have little or 
nothing to offer,and others are indifferent sellers. 
A wide range of quotations is stil given on each 
grade, but there is no tendency to decline. We 
quote extra No. 1 at 85@90e, No. 1 at 65@82héc, 
and No. 2 at 55@62%¢c. The latter is offered quite 
freely and is rather easy. 


Tallow oil is not offered in any quantity. There 
is a good deal of inquiry, but no sales have been 
made, and the market closes with prices entirely 
nominal. 


Crude oil is beginning to arrive here again by 
rail from San Francisco. During the week a lot 
of 150 bbls Northern was received here in tank 
cars. It is claimed that it can be laid down in 
this market at less than it can be bought in New 
Bedford by vessel. No quotation has yet been 
made by the receiver. The lots arriving here by 
sea will not come on this market, being in tran- 
sit to New Bedford. The manufactured oils 
have not quotably changed, but makers are 
easier to deal with. The demand is moderate, 
and no sales of consequence are reported. 


Manufactured sperm oil remains firm and un- 
changed. Thereis a fair jobbing trade in pro- 
gress, but there is no inquiry for large lots. 

Bleached elephant oilis in brisk jobbing de- 
mand, and is firmly held at our quotation, New 
process bleached seal oil! is also in good request, 
and remains firm at the price given below. The 
demand for the bleached black fish oil is re- 
ported to be very good. 

Crude menhaden oil remains quiet. There 
have been some offerings during the week, but 
as buyers and sellers were at variance, few sales 
resulted. The only reported transaction was of 
a small lot which was placed yesterday at 38c. 
There is an easier tone tothe market, and hold- 
ers are gradually lowering their pretensions. 
Buyers seemed determined to pay no more than 
38c, or at most 384¢c, for good light oil, while 
holders are endeavoring to get a slight advance 
on these prices. The catchesare becoming light, 
and the fishing in New Jersey and adjacent wa- 
ters is about over for the season. There are 
some fish still being * caught at the South, and 
many of the steamers have left or are leaving for 
that point. 

The demand for the pressed menhaden oils 
continues good, though it is not so active as ear- 
lier inthe month. Tunere is a firm tone to the 
market for most grades, but a slight weakness is 
noticeable in prices for the bleached oils. The 
genera} quotations are 38@40c for bank, 40@42c 
for straits and dark pressed, and 42@4ic as to 
quantity for light pressed. For bleached winter 
the quotation 48¢ would now be a full price. 
Seasonable is quotable at 47c. We hear of sales 
of 400 bbls light pressed at 43@44, and 200 bbls 
straits at 40@42c- 

Sod oil continues to meet with a fair demand, 
and prices remain steady as quoted below. We 
hear of sales of 100 bbls English at 55@60c and 25 
bbls domestic at the same price. 

Degias haga fair steady demand in a jobbing 
way, and prices are firm at our quotations. Sales 
are reported of 75 bb!s English at 3746@4¢ and 40 
bbis Bren¢gh at 94@ 10c. 

Cod oft continues in good fobbing dering, but 
we hear of no movement in -round lots. Dealers 
have pretty full stocks, and are not anxious buy- 
evs. Wehear of jobbing sales to the extent 
of 900 bbls Ruglish wt 45470 as to quantity, 








and50 bbls domestic at 424@43c. Round 
lots of the former would be sold at 42%éc, and do- 
mestic might be bought in a large way at 40c, 
but these prices seem to be above buyers views. 
The jobbing quotations are 44@47c for English, 
and 42@43c for domestic. 

Saponified red oil is notin much demand, and 
manufacturers are beginning to catch up with 
their orders. There is little offering as yet, how- 
ever, and the market remains firm at 60c. Elaine 
is easier and is now obtainable at 50@52c. There 
isa good demand, and we hear of sales of 200 
bbls at the above quotations. 

Neatsfoot oil is wanted, but there is little ob- 
tainable for prompt delivery, manufacturers be- 
ing oversold. For the small stock, which is 
mostly off prime, holders demand 75@90c accord- 
ing to quality and quantity.

Mineral Oils. 


Black oils are not in much demand, the uncer- 
taia weather operating against a steady trade. 
Seasonable oils receive some attention, but the 
cold test grades are rather slow of sale. The 
tone of the market is firmer, and at the close it 
was rumored that an advance of 1c had been 
made, but it has not yet occurred. Such arise 
is about equivalent to the advance in Franklin 
crude. 

Paraffine oils of good cold test are scarce, but 
there is a fair supply of summer test or weak 
oils on the market. A weak 28 gravity is obtain- 
able at 15@15}<c, but a strong oil of that gravity 
would command 16@17c according to quantity. 
We hear of no 25 gravity of outside make offer- 
ing. The demand is reported to be good, but we 
hear of few large sales. 

Cylinder oils are in active demand, and prices 
remain steady and unchanged. There is a wide 
variation in quotations, as will be seen on refer- 
ence to the figures given below.

There is an easier tone to the market and there 
is more disposition to sell. Buyers, however, are 
still holding off. as the condition of the foreign 
market is still unfavorable; and to sell for ex- 
port, except to filla low freight engagement, very 
low prices would have tobe named. The only 
transaction we heard of during the week was a 
sale of 200 tons broad thin Western at $31 50, 
and this is now considered a full price. City 
crushers are not offering any cake, either from 
domestic or Caloutta seed, in this market, and 
there is ro State cake, so far as we can learn, on 
the spot. The inquiries for cottonseed cake are 
becoming more frequent but crushers are rot 
shipping, probably finding a better market at 
home., The following were the nominal quota- 
tions at the close:

WAX, CANDLES, LARD s TALLOW. 

Crude paraffine wax is scarce, little offering 
outside of the Standard. The latter demand 8@ 
814c regardless of melting point, but there are 
some small lots of outside make on the market 
that can be picked up at 64@7c. Bleached wax 
is reported to have a good demand and remains 
firm at 18@18%%c for prime. Some off-colored 
stock might still be obtained at about 1c less. 
The demand for candles of all descriptions is 
reported to be good, and prices are steadily 
maintained. Stearic wax candles are higher, 
being now held at 17@19¢ as to style of package. 
There are no new adamantine candles of stand 
ard sizes offering yet, and the old stock has been 
entirely bought up. The nominal quotations 
remain 15@16c. Sperms are held at 21@24c for 
4s and 6s, and 20@25c for 12s.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE. 


At the beginning of the week under review the 
market for spirits of turpentine opened dull and 
depressed. Merchentable order closed weak at 
50c, without reported transactions. Wilmington 
advices continuing weak. our market opened at 
a decline to 49}4¢c for merchantable order on 
Thursday, and toward the close there were offers 
to sell at 49c for merchantable order, and 49}4c 
for New York barrels, Only a few jobbing sales 
were made during the day, and: the market 
closed dull with a downward tendency. On Fri- 
day Wilmington advices reported a lower market 
there, and with a slack trade and full stocks our 
market remained weak at 49c. Later in the day 
there was alittle more life to trade, and sales 
were made of 400 bbls at 49c for merchantable 
order. There was some reaction on Saturday, 
but no appreciable gain over previous prices, the 
closing prices being 49@49}¢c for merchantable 
order. The demand was slow, and only jobbing 
lots found sale. Yesterday, with better advices 
from the foreign and Southern markets, a little 
strength was developed, and before the close 
merchantable order advanced to 50c. The de- 
mand improved somewhat, but no large sales 
were made. To-day there wasa sharp reaction, 
owing to advices of an advance to 48}¢c in Wil- 
mington, and similar advices from the other 
Southern markets.

The Meeting of the Consolidated Oil 
Company. 

The Consolidated Linseed Oil Company of the 
West held a meeting at Chicago on Wednesday 
last, at which about seventy mills were repre- 
sented. The object of the meeting was to take 
action with regard to continuing the Company 
for another year. A committee was appointed 
to meet the new process men with a view to aa- 
certain upon what terms they desired to enter 
the Company. The representatives of the new 
process mills insisted that they would enter the 
organization upon no other basis than one of 
perfect equality. There was strong opposition 
to this on the part of some of the old 
process men, and considerable bitter feel- 
ing against the representativess of the naph- 
tha method was manifested, but their 
demands were finally met, and it was decided to 
continue the company for six months from Janu- 
ary Ist, both processes being included in the or- 


ganization. 
Three new process mills are in course of erec- 


tion, each with acapacity of 1000 bush. per 
day—one at Indianapolis, another at St. Paul, 


and the third at St. Louis. 
The dealers in oil are reported to have been 


not over favorable to the continuance of the 
Consolidated Company. One large wholesale 
drug house in Chicago is reported to stand ready 
to contract for the entire product of two mills, 
the old process having the preference, 


Low Cold Tests for Lubrieating Oils. 

The article in our last issue, on cold tests for 
lubricating oils, and their liability to lose their 
cold test under certain conditions, has given rise 
to a great deal of comment in the trade, and the 
opinion generally expressed is that our remarks 
were timely and calculated to remove existing 
evils in the mineral lubricating oil trade. In an 
interview with Mr. E, T. Bedford, of the Thomp 
son & Bedford Co., that gentleman remarked 
that he had read the article referred to with 
great pleasure. It very thoroughly covered the 
ground, and he had no doubt that it has proven 
a source of valuable information to many of our 
readers. “It is our wish,” he said, “‘and it always 
has been the aim of our company, to educate the 
general buyer with every item of information 
that would be of value to him concerning mineral 
oils, believing that it was only the lack of knowl- 
edge in these oils, both with the dealer and from 
them to the consumer, that has prevented toa 
large extent their introduction and general use 
as substitutes for all animal and vegetable oils, 
which, as they becorne better known, they are 


bound to do as lubricants.” 
“the great difference that you state in the 


changes in these oils is applicable more particu- 
larly to the low-priced oils and oils ot inferior 
quality, which we have long ago branded 
as ‘worthless. We have seen oil within 
tne last few days shipped here from a West- 
ern city that was (so the manufacturer told me) 
of 25 cold test when it left there, and when it 
arrived here it chilled up solid at about 45 tem- 
perature. It was poor oil in every respect, and 
its collapse in cold test proved it to be an admix- 
ture.” Mr. Bedford further states that “ While 
itis true that all oils, even the vegetable and 
animal oils, do lose their cold test by changes in 
temperature which cause freezing and thawing, 
itis these very cheap oils that lose it to such a 
large extent. The higher-priced and better oils, 
such as we are exporting (he thought) will vary 
in cold-test but a few degrees in comparison with 
these cheap oils.’ Mineral oils are relatively, 
even the best grades, so cheap in comparison 
with the oils they substitute so well, he said, 
“that it does seem a shame that the dealer will 
persist in demanding these cheap and almost 
worthless oils. This expose in your last issue of 
the changes in their cold-test will, we trust, be 
the means of awakening the better class of 
dealers to the risk of dealing in these cheap 
grades, and create a demand for the better oils.”

A Wonderful Exhibition. 

The oil well put down by-the Sarnia As- 
sociation, says the Sarnia Observer, was on 
the farm of Peter Lambe, about three and 

half miles to the southeast of the town. 
At a depth of 600 feet there were some in- 
dications of oil, but the prosecution of the 
work. was summarily stopped last weék by 
the flow of gas from the well catching fire 
irom atorch in the hands of one of the 
drillers, Jas. Mills, who at the time was a 
distance of 25 feet from the well, the wind 
blowing at the time in his direction. The 
ignition of gas in an oil well is byno means 
uncommon, but this particular blaze soon 
developed some unusual features. The 
gas, instead of burning quietly in a small 
circle around the outlet, seemed to be 
forced out with extraordinary power, and 
the volume of vivid, silvery flame is fully 
thirty feet high. But the most remarkable 
feature of the very remarkable exhibition is 
that at intervals of exactly fifteen minutes 


‘by the watch there is a grand eruption of 


water which mingles with the flames, and 
so far from extinguishing them driyes them 
in sheets above the highest trees and falls 
in showers for a cousiderable distance 
around the well. This eruption of water 
lasts about two or three minutes, is always 
preceded by a gradually increasing roar, 
accompanied by a series of powerful gasps 
like strokes from some mighty engine. 
The mixture of the water, which, by the 
way, is said to be strongly impregnated 
with sulphur, with the flames, producing 
effects in color which are dazzling in théir 
brilliancy and beauty, various shades of 
yellow and purple predominating. The 
The spectacle, especially if witnessed at 
night, is indiscribably beautiful, and its 
effect is heightened by a slight dash of 
wierdness caused by the unusual color of 
the flames, and the corresponding reflec- 
tions which it throws on the foliage of the 
surrounding trees, The birds seem to be 
almost paralyzed by the unwonted illumi- 
nation. All night long, so the drillers say, 
they skim around the flames uttering shrill 
cries of alarm, and become either so fright- 
ened or so bold that they alight alongside 
the men, by whom they are frequently 
caught. Every effort has been made by the 
drillers, Messrs. Fair Bros., to shut down 
this brilliant show, but thus far without 
success, 

Twenty loads of sand were thrown on, 
but without effect. Afterward a number of 
tarpaulins were placed over the vent and 
sand thrown on top, but the flame belched 
out with apparently unsurpassed vigor, 
throwing these impediments aside as if 
they were so many feathers. The drillers 
came to the conclusion to try, as a last re- 
sort, to invert a heavy iron tank over the 
flame and surround it with sand so as to 
exclude the air. The opinion of most of

Heavy Oil. 

A constantly increasing demand ang a 
constantly decreasing supply makes the 
price of heavy oil higher than it has been 
forsometime. In a review of the produc 
ing field, the News, of Franklin, says that 
three years ago the stock on hand way 
nearly 100,000 barrels, while now they are 
less than 30,000 barrels. 

Should the same rate of decrease in the 
production continue as of the last half of 
this year, and there seems no doubt of it, 
in view of the results of Galena No. 25, and 
Parker & Co. on the Smith farm, both too 
dry, to squander a shell in, and should the 
trade only equal last year’s this time, legs 
than 3,000 barrels will be in the pipe line 
on Iebruary Ist. But the heavy railreaj 
traffic and the many more miles of railroads 
in opefation, together with much other 
machinery in operation, to sey nothing of 
its gradually supplanting other oils, seem 
to warrant the belief that this fall's trade 
will cotisiderably exceed in barr2ls that of 
last. 

The efforts of combinations to break the 
$5.10 quotations haye simply stopped sales, 
and to-day there is no market, but the lest 
large sales at $5 00, $5.05 and $5.10 are yet 
the governing prices, and in the faces of 
the facts and figures presented in this ar- 
ticle, are certain to be the lower rather 
than the highest market quotations. Frauk- 
lin lubricating oil cannot be supplied by 
any other oil or lubricant known of com- 
peting quality at less than $9 or $10 per 
barrel. The question now simply is, will 
producers hold their oil for a few days, re- 
ceive $5.10, $5.25 or even $5.50, what it 
to-day is worth, or sell it at a margin above 
or below $5.00 and allow the buyer to reap 
this profit. The stock is limited and in- 
suflicient for the demands of this fall's 
trade, the production limited by Nature, 
and our knowledge is in the hands of the 
producer, and the price is his dictator, 
There is no good reason why we should 
not have $5.50 oil before November 10th, 
—-Bradford Star.

Explosiou at the Alston Manufactar. 
ing Co.’s Works. 

An explosion occurred on Monday of 
last week in the boiling room of the Alston 
Manufacturing Co.’s linseed oil works of 
Chicago, which resulted in the death of 
Mr. Frank P. Callahan, one of the firm, 
and a workman named Borjisen. The 
boiling house is a brick building about fif- 
teen feet high and 16x20 feet in size. One 
half was used for the storage of linseed oil 
in barrels; and was separated from the 
boiling room by a thick .fire-wall, The oil 
boiler was a cylinder about ten feet long 
and eighteen inches in diameter, placed in 
such a way that the head: of the cylinder 
was directly in front of the door The 
whole was walled over with brick, and the 
fire-place or furnace was urderneath. The 
works were under the supervision of Mr. 
Callahan, and were built under his direc- 
tion. 

It was said that he was testing a new 
invention in connection with oil boiling 
when the accident happened. 

Callahan, who was a man about 30 years 
old, and wore a heavy beard, presented & 
& horrible appearance. The face was 
burned so that the flesh crisped off, both 
eyes were destroyed, and the ear literally 
melted off. He also had a deep cut in the 
forehead, and apparently had been knocked 
senseless by a piece of the cylinder head. 
He suffered untold torture in the, bour and

Has béen very active. In addition to the large 
Huliibér of applicants for membership whose 
names were given in our last two issues, and who 
have since been elected as members, the follow- 
ing names have since been proposed: S. A. Fat- 
manand L. Walter, of Walter & Krohn; W. 
Brough, of Franklin, Pa.; George Speyer, of L. 
Speyer & Co.; S. J. Gans, of J. 8. Gans’s Son & 
Co.; J. F. Freeman, with Standard Oil Co.; M. 
Knapp, of Knapp & McCord; J. M. Wagner and 
Charles F. Hardy, of Charies F. Hardy and Co.; 
J. W. Fellows and Vernon H. Brown, of Vernon 
H. Brown & Co., agects for the Cunard Line, 
The first two gentlemen named have alreatly 
been @lected. It will be observed that a number 
of the applicants during the past few weeks have 
been outside of the regular petroleum trade; and 
their coming into the Exchange indicates the 
growing character of the organization and the 
more general interest that is being felt in petro- 
leum as a speculative commodity. The gentle- 
men who have been instrumental in causing 
this forward movement in the Exchange 
are entitled to much credit for the suc- 
cess that has attended it. The institution 
is rapidly gaiming an influential position 
among tlie commercial exchanges of the city and 
will undoubtedly be in a brief time the leading 
petroleum exchange of the country. Already, it 
will be observed, the Oil Region operators are 
among the applicants for membership. The 
Board of Managers has decided to remit the dues 
forthe current fiscal year on all memberships 
purchased from the Exchange before Noy. 10th, 
at $1,000.

A rumor, which apparently started in Phila 
delphia, has been in circulation here for a week 
ur so past to the effect that Messrs. Lombard, 
Ayres & Co. had combined with or sold out to the 
Standard Oil Co. We have the personal assurance 
of the firm named that there is no foundation 
whatever for the report. 

The consumption of cyiinder oils is largely in- 
creasing, and buyers in selecting their stock 
would do well to examine the line of filtered oils 
for which Messrs. Wm. H. Kimball &Co. are the 
Eastern agents. These oils are guaranteed to be 
made from pure Bradford stock, and are claimed 
to have more consistency and better lubricating 
properties than the so-called 8toneham filtered 
stock. 

A firm in Peoria, Ill., named P. S. Shelly & Son, 
was engaged in the oi] business, and also in fur- 
nishing preserve and fruit jars to the surround- 
ing country trade. The firm was buying oil from 
independent refiners, and because of this the 
Standard went into the town, and not only sold 
oil at very low prices, but took the fruit jar trade 
away from Shelly & Son, causing them a loss of 
$25,000. This is in keeping with the Columbus, 
Miss., outrage which is reported on our editorial 
page. 

The Bradford Star thus comments on the future 
of the Alleghany field: “There will be over one 
hundred wells finished in the Allegany field dur- 
ing the month of October. This will be a large 
increase over September. The probabilities are 
that November will show a larger increase over 
October, and during the next six months we may 
look for a steady and constant increase. The 
field has been underrated ever since the Rich- 
burg well wasstruck. The Bradford field was 
underrated for many years and when in 1877, 
Hon. Lewis Emery, predicted that the Bradford 
field was capable of producing 20,000 barrels a 
day for ten years, the lower country people and 
press hooted the idea, and said Mr. Emery was 
a visionary enthusiast. At that time Bradford 
was producing about 6,000 barrels a day. We 
all know what it has done since and is doing to- 
day, aud what a surprise it nas been to all of 


us.”

Alum manufacturers are still applying their 
entire product on contracts, and there is little or 
nothing obtainable for prompt delivery except 
from second hands.

A Large Nitrate Claim. 

A press dispatch from Washington yes- 
terday gave the particulars of a remarkable 
document recently filed in the State De- 
partment there and served upon the Min- 
isters of Peru and Chili. It is nuthing less 
than a claim for about $1,000,000,000, being, 
it seems, somewhat in the nature of a lien 
for that amount upon the enurmously val- 
uable deposits of fertilizers, nitrates and 
guanoin Pern. The claimant is the Peru- 
vian Company, a corporation existing 
under a State charter. It comes into the 
Possession of its claim by succession, by 
assignment, and otherwise, to the claims 
of Cochet and Landreau, the discoverers of 
the deposits in question. They were, re- 
8pectively, awarded by act of Peruvian 
Congress certain proportions of the result 
of their discoveries, which consideration 
was never paid and is the subject of the 
claims now advanced in this new form. 
Cochet and Landreau were French citizens, 
but Landreau was in partnership with his 
brother, a naturalized citizen of the United 
States, and his claim has been repeatedly 
before Congress. 

The mere magnitude of this claim would 
Scarcely entitle it to attention, but the fact 
that this claim is vested in American citi- 


zens, who are now seeking to enforce their 
asserted rights of contract against Chili’s 
gents of conquest, and who are demanding 

© protection—forcible protection, if nec- 
essary—of the Federal Government, is not 
without significance. Moreover, the char- 
acter of the men interested in the company, 
cording to the statements of the com- 
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pany’s President and attorney—J. R. Ship- 
herd, of New York—entitles it to a respect- 
ful examination of its deserts. General 
Grant, for one, is both convinced of the 
justness and soundness of the claim and in 
favor of its vigorous support by the Execu- 
tive. Ex-Secretary Boutwell is the counsel 
of the company in Washington and the 
Hon. Scott Lord in New York. Both these 
gentlemen are said to entertain no doubt 
as to the legality of the claim. Senator 
Eaton, of Connecticut, and Senator Cragin, 
of New Hampshire, are of like opinion. 
‘The matter has already been the subject of 
correspondence between the State Depart- 
ment and the United States Minister at 
Lima, and coincidently with the service of 
the formal notice upon the Peruvian and 
Chilian Ministers, application was made 
for the sending of such vigorous instruc- 
tions to Minister Hurlbert that the compa- 
ny's rights are likely soon to be tested. 
These instructions have been sent, and 
the company’s attorney expresses his sat 
isfaction with their tenor.

PROPRIETARY ARTICLES. 


The demand for patents continues unabated. 
Everybody in the business who tends to his knit- 
ting work seems to be making money. We made 
this observation to a gentleman in the street the 
day, and he asked us why we did not go into it. 
We replied there were two very good reasons. 
The first was, we didn’t have any patent, and the 
second, that we could not put it on the market if 
we had. You see, we explained, the men who go 
into the patent medicine business for the first 
time usually fizzle out, for the reason that they 
have no idea what it costs to make it a success. A 
man might as well expect to grow a beard by sit- 
ting on a hair trunk as to succeed in the patent me 
dicine business without being heavily backed The 
way advertising of the kind necessary to success- 
fully float a patent eats into the pile is a never- 
failing source of surprise to the new comers, and 
when they think they have put out enough post- 
ers to paper the universe and paid for enough 
paint to obscure all the national scenery between 
here and Mexico, it is quite bewildering to them 
to notice how many miles they can travel with- 
out seeing any of it. Why, sir, people go into 
that business to-day to whom five thousand dol- 
lars seems a large amount of money. Well, all 
they succeed in doing isin leaving that amounl 
with somebody else. That sum may have done 
once but not now. It is doubtful whether there 
is any business requiring the expenditure of so 
much money on faith, Many a man has spent 
twenty-iive or thirty thousand dollars in adver- 
tising, and then failed because he could not go 
just a little further, and the most successful pat- 
ents spend for the first few years $75,000 to 
$100,000 a year in this way. It is possible to 
inake a fairly respectable living in the business 
without spending so much, but that wouldn't 
satisfy us, so we stay out.

The solution keeps clear and nice for al- 
most any length of time, and the powder 
too, if the bottle is kept well corked, to ex- 
clude moisture, will remain well preserved 
for a considerable length of time. 

To make brown mixture: 

Take of No. 1 (powder) 13¢ drachms; of 
No. 2 (liquid) 18% drachms; Water Q. 8S. to 
make 1 ounce. 

I have before me a bottle, each of the 
powder and liquid, both of which have been 
standing for one year, and both of which 
are faulticss in appearance, while the mix 
ture prepared from them is superior if any- 
thing to that made directly as the old 
formula directs. 

I have on my shelf a bottle of No. 1 and 
No. 2, side by side, and on each is pasted the 
formula above given, namely: 


No. 1 (powder)......... Sbused 14% drachms. 
FeO. BGs coxtivcnncccsss 1% = 
Water'G, B. 80°... ..0.cs850. 1 ounce. 


If now itis desired for example to fill a 
four ounce pretcription of brown mixture, 
take four times the above. quantities of Nos. 

1 and 2, and add sufficient distilled water to 
make four ounces. 


Thus at a moment’s notice I prepare a 
brown mixture in every way superior to 
any taken from a bottle in which it has 
been prepared even only for a short time. 

It is just about as quickly done, while the 
little trouble of mixing is amply repaid in 
the niceity and freshness of the resulting 
product.—O. S. Weusthoff, inthe Drug Mill.

A beautiful golden-yellow die is now prepared 
from the young wood of ,various poplars. The 
young branches and shoots are cut off, crushed 
and brayed, then boiled in alum water in the 
proportions of ten pounds of wood and cne 
pound of powdered alum to three gallons of 
water. The liquor is boiled from twenty minutes 
to half an hour, and then filtered. In cooling it 
thickens and clears, throwing downa greenish” 
yellow deposit of resinous matter. When sufli” 
clently clear, the liquid is again filtered and then 
left exposed to the air fur three or more days, ac- 
cording to the weather and the atmosphere. It 
quickly oxidises under the action of the light and 
air, and assumes a rich golden tint, and in this 
state can be used in dyelug fabrics of all descrip- 





tions. For yellow and orange-yellow shades it is 
1 used alone; mixed with frussian blue it gives 
green; with oak bark brown and tan; with cochi- 
s neal, &c., orange and scarlet shades. The color- 
-” ing thus produced is said to be of superior quality. 
It is not said that this dye will work well with 
paper pulp, but it is probable that good results 

. can be produced with it.

ls Separation of Hydrocarbon Oils From 


Fat Oils.* 
By Atrrep H. Auuen, F.C.S., F. 1. VU. 

The exteusive production of various hy- 

drocarbon oils suitable for lubricating 
purposes, together with their low price, 
has resulted in their being largely em- 
ployed for the adulteration of animal and 
vegetable oils. The hydrocarbons most 
commonly employed for such purposes 
are : 
c 1. Oils produced by the distillation of 
petroleum and bituminous shale, having a 
density usually ranging between 0.870 and 
0.915. 

2 Oils produced by the distillation of 
common rosin, having a density of 0.965 
. and upwards. 

3. Neutral coal oil; . being the portion of 

the product, ef the distillation of co I-tar 

boiling about 200 deg. C., and freed trom 
phenols by treatment with soda. 

4. Solid paraffin, used for the adultera- 
tion of bec.swax and spermaceti, and em- 
ployed in admixture with stearic acid for 
making candles.

ters of the oils of the first two classes; and 
the incomplete saponification of the oil by 
alkalies. ‘Ihe taste of the oil, and its odor 
on heating are also useful indications. 

If undoubtedly fluorescent, an oil cer- 
tainly eontains a mixture of some hydro- 
carbon, but the converse is not strictly 
true, as the fluorescence of some varieties 
of mineral oil can be destroyed by chemi- 
cal treatment, and in other cases fluores- 
cence is wholly wanting. Still, by far the 
greater number of hydrocarbon oils em- 
ployed for lubricating purposes are 
strongly finorescent, and the remainder 
usually become so on treatment with an 
eaual measure of strong sulphuric acid. 

If strongly marked, the flnorescence of a 
hydrocarbon oil may be observed in pres- 
ence of a very large proportion of fixed oil, 
but if any doubt exist the hydrocarbon oil 
may be isolated. As-a rule, the fluores- 
cence may be seen by holding a test-tabe 
filled with the oil in a vertical position in 
trogt of a window, when a bluish ‘‘bloom”™ 
will be perceived on looking at the sides of 
the test-tu e from above. A better method 
is to lay a glass rod, previously dipped in 
the oil, down on a table in front of a 
window, so that the oily end of the rod 
shall project over the edge and be seen 
against the dark back-ground of the floor. 
Another excellent plan is to make a thick 
streak of the oil on a piece of bluck marble, 
or glass smoked at the back, and to place 
the streaked surface in a horizontal point 
in froot of and at right angles to a well- 
lighted witdow.t Examined.in this man- 
ner, avery slight fluorescence is readily 
perceptible, If at all turbid the oil should 
be filtered betore applying the test, as the 
reflection of light from minute particles is 
apt to be mistaken for true fluorescence. 
In some cases, it is desirable to dilute the 
oil with ether, and examine the resultant 
liquid for fluorescence. An exceedingly 
small amount oi mineral oil suffices to im- 
part a strong blue fluorescence to ether. 


The quantitative analysis of mixtures of 
fat oils with hydrocarbon oils has till re- 
cently been very uncertain, the published 
methods professing to solve the problem 
being for the most part of very limited ap- 
plicability, and in some cases wholly un- 
trustworthy. 

When the hydrocarbon oil in admixture 
happens to be of comparatively low boiling 
point, it may often be driven off by ex- 
posing the sample t> a temperature of 
about 150 deg. C., but tle estimation thus 
effected is generally too low, and often 
quite untrustworthy. 

When it is merely desired to estimate 
approximately the propertion of hydro- 
carbon «il present, snd not to isolate it or 
examine its exict chiracter, Kvet storfer's 
titration-process way be u ed, as suggested 
by Messrs. Steddait. But the best and 
most accurate metiod of detecting bydro- 
carbon oils in, and quantitatively sepa- 
rating them from, fut o'ls, is to saponify 
the sample, aud then agitate the aqueous 
solution of the soap with ether * On sepa- 
rating the ethereal layer and evaporating it 
at or below a steam heat the hydrocarbon 
oil is recovered in a state of purity. 

Either caustic potash or soda may be em- 
ployed for the saponification, but the 
former alkali is preferable, owing to its 
greater solubility in alcohol and the more 
fusible character of the soaps formed. A 
convenient proportion to work with con- 
sists ot 5 grms. of the sample of oil, and 
25 c.c. of a solution of caustic potash in 
methylated spirit, containing about 80 
grms. of KHO per litre. Complete saponi- 
fication may usually be eftected by boiling 
down the mixture in a porcelain dish, with 
frequent stirring, until it froths strongly. 
In the case of butter, cod liver oil, und 
other fats which undergo -aponification 
with difficulty, itis preferable tu precede 
this treatment by di,estion of the mixture 
for half an hour at 100 deg. C. in a closed 
bottle. Aiter evaporatiug oft the alc hol, 
the soap is dissolved in water, brouxht toa

short, the back-ground should be black, not 
white.

volume of 70 to 80 c.c., and agitated with 
ether, The ethereal so'ution is separated, 
washed with a little water and carefully 
evaporated. The agitation with ether must 
be repeated several times to effect a com- 
plete extraction of the hydrocarbon oil 
from the soap solution. 

The foregoing process has been proved 
to be accurate on numerous mixtures of fat 
oils with hydrocarbon oils, The rasults 
obtained are correct to within about 1 per 
cent. in all ordinary cases. In cases 
where extreme accuracy is desired, it is 
necessary to remeiaber that most, ifnot all, 
animal and vegetable oils contain traces of 
matter wholly unacted on by algalies. In 
certain cases, as butter and cod liver oil, 
this consists largely of cholesterin, € 94H 4,0 ft 
The proportion of unsaponifiable n atter 
soluble io ether which iv uaturally pres-nt 
in fixed oils and fats rarely exvevrds 144 per 
cent , and is usually much less. Sperm 
oil, however, constitutes au excrption, 
yielding by the process about 4!) per cent. 
of matter soluble in ether.{ This p2cw- 
liarity has no practical effect on the appli- 
cability of the process, as sperm oil, being 
the most valu ible of commercial fixe? oils, 
is never present without due acknowledg- 
ment of the fact. Spermaceti and the 
other waxes yield, after saponitication, 
large percentages of matter to ether, and 
hence the process is not available tor the 
determination of paraffin wax in admix- 
ture with these bodies, though it gives ac- 
cucate results with the mixtures of paraffin 
and stearic acid so lurgely employed for 
making candles. 


Lhe following figures obtained in my 
laboratory by the analysis of substances of 
known purity and of nuxtures of known 
composition, show the accuracy of which 
the process is capable. The process was 
in each case on about 5 grms, of the sam- 
ple in the manper already described.
